in which Communist communications are written. The 


name derives from the method devised by Aesop, the Greek 
slave, to criticize his masters without appearing to be disrespect- 
ful. 


By means of the Aesopian language of confusion, Com- 


munists can issue directives, orders and policy statements with- 
out disclosing their seditious meaning to anyone but indoctrinated 
Communists, who clearly understand them. Aesopian language 
does not lend itself to literal translation of words and phrases. 
Nevertheless there are a few expressions that can be inter- 
preted.
